“One-eighth to 10 per cent of 
the people usually determine the 
results of elections,” declared Wal- 
ter V. Combs, San’ Bernardino 
county registrar, when he spoke 
briefly at the “First-Time Voters” 
banquet Friday evening. 

The vote in the current elec- 
tion, Mr. Combs estimates, will be 
less than 50 per cent, and possibly 
will run around 40 per cent of San 
Bernardino’s registered voters. 

MINORITY RULE 

Emphasizing the importance of 
voters voting in every election, 
Mr. Combs pointed out that be- 
cause of the common tendency for 
voters to let primary elections 
slide, organized groups get out 
their votes and place their men in 
office. 

As the result of so many voters 
dismissing an election by reason- 
ing “My vote wouldn't count any- 
way’, minorities are able to get 
out their supporters and carry an 
election. 

VOTING REQUIREMENTS 

Mr. Combs briefly outlined vot- 
ing rights. Requirements he 
enumerated as requisite to estab- 
lishing such rights as: (1) citi- 
zenship; (2) ability to read; (3) 
ability to write; (4) having at- 
tained majority (21 years of age) 
or naturalization; (5) fixed resi- 
dence; (6) registration to. vote. 

Registration, Mr, Combs ex- 
plained, is permanent so long as 
@ person does not move or pre- 
cinct boundaries are not changed. 
Annual re-registration is not nec- 
essary, since voting in at least 
one general election a year serves 
automatically as registration, he 
said.

An Ordinance Amending the Zon- 
ing Law of the City of Upland, 
Being Ordinance No. 272, and 
Permitting the Establishment of 

‘a General Hospital at the North- 
west Corner of the Intersection 
of Ninth Street and Euclid 
Avenue. 





The City Council of the City of 


Section One. That the = 
graph of Section Four of the Zon- 
| ing Law of the City of Upland, -be- 
ing Ordinance No. 272, designated 
under the sub-head “R-3-MULTI- 
PLE FAMILY RESIDENCE DIS- 
TRICT” and _ the _ subdivisions 
thereof designated as (a) 1 and 
2, be and the same hereby are 
amended so as to read as follows: 
R-3-MULTIPLE FAMILY RES- | 
IDENCE DISTRICT 

(a) Uses Permitted: 

1. Any use permitted in 
the R-1-A and R-1-B 
districts. 

2. Apartment houses, du- 
plexes, hotels, bungalow 
courts or other multiple 
family uses, but shall 
not include automobile 
or tourist camps, hos- 
pitals, sanitariums, de- 
tention or other build- 
ings where humans may 
be housed and/or de- 
tained under legal re- 
straint. 

Provided, however, that the 
foregoing restrictions set forth 
in Paragraph 2 of (a) shall not 
apply to the site at the north- 
west corner of the intersection 
of Ninth Street and Euclid Ave- 
nue, the same commonly being 
known and designated as_ the 
Dr. Thompson clinic or office, 
and a general hospital is here- 
by permitted to be established 
and maintained on such site, 
either an Osteopathic Hospital 
or otherwise. Provided further, 
however, that no hospital may 
be maintained on such site for 
the care of the insane or prin- 
cipally for the care of the men- 
tally afflicted. 

Section Two. That any Ordi- 
nance or regulation of the City of 
Upland not in harmony herewith 





That upon the adoption of this 
Ordinance the City Clerk shall 
cause the same to be published 
once in The Upland News within 
filteen days ~after its adoption. 
That otherwise said Ordinance No. 
272 of the City of Upland, and all 
acts supplementary or amenda- 
tory thereof, shall remain in full 
and continuing force and effect.

Enumerating the basic liberties, 
Mr. Morgan described them as (1) 
religious liberty, through which 
people sought freedom of relig- 
ious expression and worship; (2) 
economic liberty, through . which 
they sought freedom from poverty 
and want; (3). social liberty, 
through which they sought equal- 
ity of opportunity and freedom 
from caste. restrictions; (4) po- 
litical liberty, through which true 
liberty is secured under the law 
deriving power from the people. 

EQUALITY IN BALLOT BOX 

Emphasizing the fact that every 
man who has power in office has 
that power from the consent of 
the governed, Mr. Morgan pointed 
out that every man and woman 
and youth and age are equal in 
the. ballot box. 

In speaking of the present con- 
flict, Mr. Morgan forcibly pointed 
out that all four of these vital lib- 
erties are challenged today. It is 
much more than are war between 
Germany and England or between 
the United States and Japan; it 
represents a world in conflict be- 
tween two divergent forms of gov- 
ernment. 

The world, he declared, cannot 
endure half slave and half free. 
Under totalitarian rule, there will 
be a strict denial of all liberties 
this country has fqught for and 
now possesses, he affirmed, and 
the country must ‘choose today 
whom it shall serve:
